Specification 



1 . The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: page 1 , line 4, -now 
US Patent No. 6,796,889--, should be added, same page line 10, "In U.S. Patent application 
serial number 09/738,305" should be changed to, -In U.S. Patent No. 6,413,157-. 
Appropriate correction is required. 



2. Claim 2 is objected to because of the following informalities: "the apertures in the 
sanding pad assembly" as recited in the last line should be changed to "aperture in the backing 
pad" since the assembly (e.g., pad, frame...) does not have holes. It is noted 112, 2 nd paragraph 
rejection is not applied at this point, since scope is clear per specification as originally filed. 
Appropriate correction is required. 



3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless -
